GET SENTENCE

The Full Court of Appeal, com- 
prising His Honour the Chief 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, in 
the Chair, and Mr, Justice E. H. 
Williams, dismissed yesterday an 
appeal brought by Tang Hung, Ng 
Tsang and Suet ley against sen- 
tence of seven years’ hard labour 
passed on them for robery at the 
July Criminal Sessions by Mr 
Justice P, F. Cressall. 

The appellants submitted that 
the sentence passed on them had 
been excessive, as nelther ‘one, 
they claimeg in separate state 


‘ments, had been armed during the 


robbery or had been aware of the 
purpose for which they had been 
summoned by other parties on 
May 28 to a house in Yee Kuk 
Street, where, first appellant claim 
ed, he thought he was going to 
assist in collecting a debt for a

Secong appellant claimed that 
he had tried to run away when 
he had learned what the purpose 
of the visit was, and thirg ap- 
pellant added that the police had 
extracted a confession from him 
about a robbery with which he had 
hothing to do.

While in Chungking, she was the 
guest of Madame Chiang Kal-

For tour years, she said, the 
world has watched the epic strug- 
gle of the Chinese people to resist 
foreign aggression, but few per- 
haps realise what the struggle 
means in terms’ of everyday life. 
It was this that she was privileged 
,ta see during her visit to Chung- 
king 

UNFLAGGING INDUSTRY 

“} was Impressed not only by the 
general morale of the people,” she 
remarked, “but also by their un- 
‘flagging industry—men gladly lend-

CHUNGKING, Aug. 21.--While the question of evacuating Ame- 
ricans from various parts of the Far East bas become one of in- 
ereasing gravity, between eight and nine hundred Americans are 
continuing to live and work in mach bombed Free China with litte 
thought or worry about evacuating,

Iu fact, the number of Amert- | 
cans in Free China is believed to’ 
be slightly increasing as mission- 
aries are arriving from occupieti 
areas while an iicreasing number 
of Amiericans @f other categories 
are coming ty assist China’s war 
effort - 


The exact number of. Americans 
residing in Free China i un-~/ 
known, but as of Jan. 1 there were 
840 Americans registered as fp-! 
siding in the Kunming consular. 
district, Which embraces most of 
Free China. 

1,000 BY END OF YEAR 

Of thig number, 620 were adults. 
Approximately 520 were mission- 
aries, 20 were employees of the 
United States government. 2 
were employees of various Chinese 
government organizations, 12 
were businessmen and 10 were 
newspapermen, The total did not 
include the personnel of the gun- 
boat USS Tutuila—three officers 
and about 16 men. 

These figures did not include a 
number of Americans visiting 
China [rom time to time, who do 
not register with the consulate. 

By the end of this year, the 
total number of Americans in Free 
China will probably increase to, 
the neighbourhood of 1,000 with 
the expected arrival of an Ameri- 
ean medical commission for the 
Yunnan.Rurma ratlroad, a group 
of American volunteer pilots, 
mechanics and ground crew men, 
and transportation -experts and 
techniclans for the Burma road.

In order to carry out the man- 
date given them, the new Com- 
mittee, however, decided to pre- 
sent themselves at Government 
House at 6 p.m. on Friday, said 
Mr. Banks. 

When they arrived there at- 
5.55 p.m., went on Mr. Banks, 
they were met by A POLICE 
PICKET AND A DOUBLE hOW

The Gfficer-in-charge of the 
guard was very polite and in- 
formed them that instructions 
were received that the deputa- 
tion was not to be permitted 
to enter the grounds He was, 
however. permitied to accept a 
messace for His Excellency.

HAS NO POWER 

During the course of the con- 
ference, Hig Excellency referred to 
the last paragraph of the letter 
sent by the Committee and sald 
that that_was 4 misrepresentation 
oi the facts as he (the Governor) 
had not the necessary power to 
Mft the ban against the return of 
women and children. 

Questioned as to what action 
Government would take against 
those women and children who 
managed to return to the Colony 
illegally, the Colonial Secretary 
replied that Government could 
do nothing, went on Mr. Banks. 
His Excellency was in sympathy 

with the work of the Committee 
and assured them that their letter 
addressed to Lora Moyne had been 
forwarded. He was, however, un- 
able to endorse or recommend the 
return of the wives and familles 
evacuated, at the present juncture, 
sald Mr, Banks. 

The Committee left Government 
House at 7 p.m. , 

Mr. W. V, Taylor, addressing the 
meeting, said that since last 
Thursday's meeting there had been 
several articles—some responsible 
and some irresponsible—and lead- 
ers pointing: out to the fact that 
out of nearly 600 present at that 
meeting only 200-odd voted on the 
non-confidence. motion. 

Th speaker then made a strong 
plea for unity among the husbands, 

Mr. Gage, referring to the meet- 
ing with His Excellency, said that 
the Governor made it clear that he 
could do nothing here but that he 
might be able to do something 
when he arrived Home.
